™ Katie Tyler 
makes appearance in 
Fox Hall 501

On Wednesday Feb. 17, in 
Fox 501, the president of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP) hosted a 
room full of students through a 
thoughtful conversation. 

Katie Tyler, the motherly 
looking and soft-spoken 
NAACP Merrimack Valley 
region president, recounted the 
history and future of the associ¬ 
ation by reassuring the audi¬ 
ence that the struggle perse¬ 
veres. 

“There’s a constant struggle 
to uphold the laws gained” 
through their efforts, she said. 
Tyler, who’s also a teacher, 
emphasized the import of 
social awareness, both past and 
present, and accurate informa¬ 
tion. 

The ban of affirmative action 
in California, one of the issues

discussed in the hour and a half 
session, is the consequences of 
misinformation, Tyler explains. 
Because affirmative action, 
originally designed by Arthur 
Fletcher under the title of the 
“Philadelphia Plan” of 1967, 
sought to help minorities and 
women, especially white 
females whom the plan benefit¬ 
ed more than blacks. 

The serenely striking speaker 


aroused questions from the 
ensemble of students and possi¬ 
bly new members for the 
NAACP. 

Marie C. Alexander, a 
Business Marketing sophomore, 
learned about the association’s 
annual youth conferences; while 
Mike Greene, an Engineering 
senior, discussed affirmative

Blindness does 
not stop Joe O’Neil

Joe O'Neil, a senior graduat¬ 
ing with an English degree and 
History minor this June, is a 
familiar face on campus. He has 
been involved in several activi¬ 
ties at UMass including the 
Student Government Senate, the 
Connector, Student Activities 
Commission, and the returning 
Students Association. What sets 
Joe apart from a lot of us is that 
he is blind. 

O’Neil developed a rare form 
of cancer called bilateral retina 
blastoma when he was two years 
old. With the encouragement 
and support from his family, he 
has been able to lead a very suc¬ 
cessful life. Joe attended a spe¬ 
cial resources program for the 
blind from kindergarten through 
the fifth grade. That experience 
provided him with a good foun¬ 
dation so that he was able to

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Mice capades

Residents are not the only 
occupants of Sheehy Hall this 
semester. Approximately twenty 
sightings of mice were reported 
in the building causing concern 
to residents and aid from an 
exterminator. 

According to the Resident 
Director of Sheehy Hall Sue 
Casey, the mice could be a 
result of construction or the 
seeding of the south campus 
athletic field, "it could be a 
number of different things .. . 
but we have called Bain exter¬ 
minators to deal with the situa¬ 
tion,” said Casey. 

Casey said the mice appeared 
shortly after the move in period. 
“Residents may have propped 
open a door allowing the mice 
to gain entrance,” said Casey. 

“We are doing everything 
possible/’ said Casey, “as long 
as the residents cooperate we 
should be able to control the sit¬ 
uation.” 


Resident Advisor Jay 
Christian said the problem 
could be stemming from con¬ 
struction on the Allen House. 

Christian said that RAs took a 
list of all the residents who have 
seen them. "The residents that 
live next door to me catch two a 
week,” said Christian. 

Phil Conti, a resident of 
Sheehy Hall has seen two mice 
this semester. Conti said the 
mice have entered bureaus for 
food, kept suitemates awake, 
and have spread mice feces on 
the floor. 

“It’s been an inconvenience 
for all of us,” said Conti. “At 
least in Fox all we had were 
roaches.” 

Assistant Resident Director 
Rich Laft said mousetraps were 
distributed to isolate the situa¬ 
tion but did not offer resolution. 
"‘The problem has been recog¬ 
nized as a result of RAs (resi¬ 
dent advisor’s) and the work of 
administration to help the resi¬ 
dents reside in a comfortable 
living environment,” said Laft.

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Lowell powers Peru with solar energy

Over the semester break in 
January, members of the UMass 
Lowell solar energy program 
traveled to Peru. They visited 
small underdeveloped towns 
such as Huarmey and Malvas. 
This is the most recent of a 
series of trips, which began in 
July 1997. 

Working alongside local sci¬ 
entists and engineers, as well as 
the community, the participants 
helped to provide more up to 


date technology to the towns, 
including refrigeration for vac¬ 
cines, radio communication, and 
improved lighting. Most were 
powered with the help of recent¬ 
ly installed solar panels. With 
these new features, the hope was 
to better their way of life. Future 
advantages to having solar 
power in such remote areas are 
being explored. 

Attending this trip were: 
Sirikul Prasitpianchai, Dennis 
Villanueva, and Luis Alergria 
(UMass Lowell graduate stu¬ 
dents studying solar engineer¬ 
ing), Anne Johnson (UMass 


senior in electrical engineering), 
Brian Purchia (a first year stu¬ 
dent at Kenyon College in 
Ohio), and Professor John Duffy 
of the mechanical engineering 
department and coordinator of 
the graduate solar engineering 
program. Funding came in part 
from the Bookstore, St. Mary's 
Parish in Winchester, members 
from the Catholic Center, and 
other sources. Other trips to 
Peru are being planned for the 
future so that the work can be 
continued. 


Library doors locked

If you were looking for a 
quiet place to study on South 
Campus last Sunday night, you 
were out of luck. The library 
closed early. 

According to John Hill, Head 
of Public Services for the 
libraries, “O'Leary closed early 
on Sunday because we could not 
find sufficient student workers 
to staff the circulation desk. 

This is the first time either 
library has been forced to close 
early this semester. The campus 
workstudy program often leaves 
us thinly staffed especially early 
in the semester, as there is a 
considerable amount of training 
involved for new hires.” 

“This is an extremely impor¬ 
tant issue for graduate students,” 
said Vinod Menon. “The time of 
day is not fixed when he or she 
must go to the library. This hap¬ 
pened at least four times that I 
know about last year. It is also a 
difficult issue for commuters.” 
Menon chairs the Graduate 
Student Association committee 
that hopes to address these and 
other issues to the library staff. 

Another student from the 
Graduate School of Education 
said, “We’ve got to do some¬ 
thing about the hours, especially 
during semester break. If you 
are working full-time and trying 
to complete research for your 
dissertation, it is nearly impossi¬ 


ble. The library closes at 5:00 
PM, and that’s a shame.” 

After being closed on 
Saturday because of the long 
weekend, the library closed at 
10:00 PM on Sunday night. 
Students were not allowed to 
take books out after 8:00 PM. 
Inexplicably, the Centers for 
Learning on South were closed 
by 9:00 PM even though they 
were scheduled to be open until 
the library closed. 

Regarding the library closure, 
a graduate student from the 
College of Health Professions 
noted, “the dorms are probably 
quite noisy with parties this hol¬ 
iday weekend. I can't study 


there. Also the journals I need 
for my studies can't leave the 
library.” Most of the students 
affected by the closure were 
either graduate students or from 
the College of Health 
Professions. 

“Both libraries were closed on 
Saturday. Just the fact that the 
libraries are closed on 
Presidents Day weekend is 
ridiculous!” exclaimed a physi¬ 
cal therapy grad student. 

An exercise physiology 
undergrad stated, “I would have 
stayed past ten, but not until 
midnight. I am here a lot. It's 
disappointing. This has hap¬ 
pened to me before.”

SGA 'bound' over debate issue

A motion submitted to the 
Student Government 
Association would require 
debate between candidates in 
SGA sponsored elections. The 
motion, introduced by Senate 
member Laura Bowden, would 
allow a candidate to force a 
debate on the issues with their 
opponent by collecting 50 signa¬ 
tures from the student body. 
Through this motion, Bowden 
hopes “to create a level playing 
field for all candidates that are 
coming from outside the SGA.” 


For the most part, members 
greeted the motion favorably, 
including SGA President DJ 
Deeb. However, some members 
felt that there were issues with 
the wording of the motion. 
Specifically, that a candidate 
would be “bound” to debate 
with their opponent. Included in 
the motion was the stipulation 
that a refusal to debate would 
mean disqualification of the 
candidate in that election. 

As of yet, the motion has not 
passed. A sub-motion was pro¬ 
posed to change the wording 
that would allow a challenged 
candidate to submit their stand 
on the issues in writing to the 


SGA, or they may submit “no 
comment.” Bowden feels, how¬ 
ever, that this is inadequate. 

“If you can’t debate, you can’t 
do the job. Debate is part of the 
job,” said Bowden. 

SGA voted 7 to 4 to send the 
motion to Governance 
Committee for further debate on 
the wording of the motion, 
and/or the sub-motion. That 
meeting will be held on 
February 25. The motion will 
then be sent back to SGA for 
their March 3 meeting in hope 
of their reaching a final deci¬ 
sion.

This semester, Massachusetts 
Community Water Watch, in 
partnership with MASSPIRG, 
will be spending time in local 
classrooms and alter school pro¬ 
grams to teach 
local youth about 
the importance of 
water and water 
quality issues. 

“We are work¬ 
ing on long-term 
solutions to water 
problems." said 
Water Watch 
Education 
Coordinator 

Tiffany Bates. “To clean our 
water, we have to educate the 
next generation of community 
leaders about the importance of 
having w ater that is free of pol¬ 
lution.” 

Currently, AmeriCorps mem¬ 
bers and UML volunteers are 
teaching an eight week course 
to 10 students at Girls 
Incorporated of Greater Lowell. 
Once a week, they teach 
lessons, with such themes as the 
w ater cycle, ecosystems, wet¬ 
land and pollution prevention. 

In addition. Water Watchers 


have taught 180 sixth graders 
from Roger Middle School 
about wetlands and their impor¬ 
tance. They will continue their 
lessons at Rogers Middle 
School w ith 6 seventh grade 
classes next week. They will be 
teaching these seventh graders a 
lesson about watersheds and the 
effects of pollu- 
$ tion. 

Interns and vol¬ 
unteers will be 
contacting local 
schools in the next 
few’ weeks to offer 
the teachers the 
opportunity to 
have lessons 
taught to their 
classes. Water 

Watch education volunteers will 
be creating and implementing 
curriculum, based on the desires 
of teachers and their classes.

Many students are not aware 
of the UMass Lowell escort 
service located at Fox Hall.

There are five people that 
work as escorts with a mini¬ 
mum of two available per 
night.

Me Vicar, who is a resident at 
Bourgeouis Hall, has worked at 
the service for two years along¬ 
side Erik Kristiansen. “No one 
really uses the service,”

History professor makes impact

Peter Blewett, a history pro¬ 
fessor at UMass Lowell, is mak¬ 
ing a great impact on students. 

Blewett was bom in 1938 and 
raised in a small town just out¬ 
side of London, England, where 
he lived until he was 11 years 
old. In 1949, he and his mother 
moved to the United States 


where they took residency in 
R ockland, Mass. 

"I really like the way 
he teaches the class; it's 
not just dates and facts. 
He's a great story 
teller/' 

Blewett graduated from 
Rockland High School and 
attended Northeastern 
University majonng m Liberal 
Arts. He received a Bachelors 


Degree in history, graduating in 
1960. While attending 
Northeastern, he worked at the 
Boston Globe as a copy boy and 
wrote obituaries. 

Blewett continued his educa¬ 
tion at Boston College where he 
received his Masters and eventu¬ 
ally went on to get his Ph.D. in 
history in 1969. He began teach¬ 
ing in 1964 when UMass Lowell 
was know n ^ Lowell State 
University. 




Prof. Blewett was Dean of 
Liberal Arts from 1987-1989 
and Co-Dean of Arts and 
Sciences from 1989 - 1993. He 
has been a Chair person of the 
history department for the last 
four years. 

One of Professor Blewett’s 
students said, “I like this class a 
lot, it’s one of my favorites. I 
really like the way he teaches 
the class; it’s not just dates and 
facts. He’s a great story teller/’

square mile in Lowell. 

Aside from bars and 
liquor stores, many restau¬ 
rants have licenses to sell 
alcohol to their guests. 

While many of the bars in 
Lowell also serve food, there 
are twenty other establish¬ 
ments that serve alcohol, 
such as international-food 
restaurants and pizza/sub 
shops. Sometimes you need 
a beer with your pizza, or a 
"Suffering Bastard" with 
your Moo Goo Gai Pan. 

Overall, there are at least 
ninety-two places where one 
can be served alcohol in 
Lowell. This means that, for 
every square mile, there are 
7.1 outlets for alcohol. While 
the majority of these places 
dwell far off of both cam¬ 
puses, they do exist in every 
area and neighborhood of 
Lowell. The number makes 
it seem like the Merrimack 
River will dry up long 
before the city does unless 
they confront the issue now 
and put a limit on the distri¬ 
bution of liquor licenses.

How interesting to make a 
film centering on a man 
raised with cheery Kennedy- 
era sensibilities coping with 
the bitter and cynical ‘90s. 

Blast from the Past tries to 
be an innovative romantic 
comedy, but falls flat. It 
wastes the talents of its stars 
and manages a hokey unor¬ 
ganized mess. 

The story begins in 1962, 
the peak of Cold War para¬ 
noia. Calvin and Helen Webber 
(Christopher Walken and Sissy 
Spacek) mistake a blast they 
hear for a nuclear cataclysm and 
head for their fallout shelter 
built under their backyard.

Eve finds Adam strangely 
intriguing with his courteous 
manner. She promises to help 
him find a wife, but soon falls 
for him herself.

they introduce Adam to the ‘90s.

Adams’ career continued to 
surge in the ‘90s as he kept 
releasing hit after hit. In the 
‘90s, he’s had three #1 hits: 
“(Everything I Do) I Do It For 
You,” “All For Love,” and 
“Have You Ever Really Loved a 
Woman?” 

In recording the new album, 
Adams worked with Metallica 
producer Bob Rock, who helped 
bring an edgier sound to the 
songs. Initially, the album was 
released in October, but it did 
not generate the buzz surround¬ 
ing Adams’ previous releases. 
The cause— the demise of his 


longtime label A&M Records. 

“It’s gone,” Adams told the 
Vancouver Sun. “I’m now an 
Interscope artist.” Despite the 
obviously major change, Adams 
didn’t have much to say about 
the switch. “I’ve been with the 
same record company since I 
was 18,” he told the Sun. “It’s 
hard for me to say anything 
because I’ve done okay by 
them.” 

Because of the record label 
change, Adams plans to re- 
release “Day,” which was a 
mega-hit in Europe. Currently, 
he is on tour with the Rolling 
Stones in the US, playing occa¬ 
sional headlining gigs in clubs.

Many a romantic movie 
claims to be something else, 
like a drama or a comedy, but 
Message in a Bottle does not 
pretend to be anything but a 
love story. Based on the best¬ 
selling novel by Nicholas 
Sparks, the film captures a gor¬ 
geous couple and an even more 
stunning landscape. Even with 
its star power, the movie is a 
water-logged melodrama. 

One morning while jogging 
on a Cape Cod beach, Chicago 
Tribune researcher Theresa 
Osborne (Robin Wright Penn) 
discovers a curious bottle pok¬ 
ing out of the sand. She finds a 
letter inside, and its author cap¬ 
tures her heart. After some high- 
tech searching, Theresa learns 
the identity of the sea swept 
Romeo. 

Her coworkers warn her she 
could be looking for someone 
who turns out to be “Ahab.” 
Since it is a movie after all, the 
man is Garret Blake (Kevin 
Costner), a ruggedly handsome 
North Carolina boat restorer 
who typed a letter to his dead 
wife, and threw it into the sea. 

Garret is the kind of man only 
found in romance novels. After 
two years since his wife 
Catherine’s death, he keeps her 
paintings, fights with her family 
over them, and believes one 
love is forever. However, he is 
still a man, and once he sees the 


golden-loc kgd and lon g-legged 

Theresa, he is instantly infatuat¬ 
ed. 

The two fall in love as cou¬ 
ples do in fantasies, with idyllic 
sails on Garret’s boat. Just when 
it looks like they will sail off 
into the sunset, they face the 
problem of Garret's undying 
love for his late wife. He cannot 
stop living in the mirage of his 
life w ith Catherine. His father 
Dodge (Paul Newman), who 
lives next door, realizes his 
son’s potential mistake and tells 
him to choose “between today 
and tomorrow.” 

From there. Message in a 
Bottle sinks into sentiment and 
drawn out longing between the 
two lovers. Garret waivers back 
and forth between Catherine 
and Theresa leading up to the 
teaijerker, and yet unfulfilling 
ending. 

With such immense talents as 
Costner and Newman, one 
would hope for some better 
material. The two stars shine as 
bright given the lack of strong 
material. Newman, as always, is 
unparalleled as Garret’s sarcas¬ 
tic and lovable father. He has 
the ability to transform even the 
most mundane lines into emo¬ 
tional masterpieces. Costner 
quietly sparkles as one of the 
last true romantics. The leading 
lady, Robin Wright Penn, allows 
her two costars to command the 
screen. Message in a Bottle 
thrives on Garret and Theresa’s 
love of being in love, but dwin¬ 
dles once they do.

What's the Salvation 
Army all about

Located at 321 Westford 
Street in Lowell, the Salvation 
Army offers discounts on shirts, 
sweaters, jeans, knic knacks, 
furniture and much, much more. 
The store serves as a way for 
individuals to donate goods at 
the potential of bringing in 
money for those less fortunate. 

How it works is that when 
you drop off your donations to 
any Salvation Army thrift store, 
they get sent to the main head¬ 
quarters in Saugus only to fur¬ 
ther get distributed amongst 
other stores in surrounding 
areas, such as Wilmington, 
Salem, and Sommervile. Prices 
are determined on the condition 
of the item, as well as any miss¬ 
ing features, such as a button on 
a shirt. 

According to one of the 
workers, “Back" who has 
worked there for almost a year, 
the second half of the week is 
always the busiest. The reason¬ 
ing behind this lies in the store’s 
color coded system. On 
Wednesdays and Thursdays, 
items with a predetermined 
color are half price. Whatever 
doesn’t sell holding that color 
tag is sold for fifty cents on 
both Friday and Saturday. 

In speaking with Back, it was 


apparent that for her dealing 
with the customers is actually 
more rewarding than arranging 
the clothes. She pointed out a 
few regular customers at the 
time and commented that some¬ 
times they pop in just to say 
“hi." When asked about the 
shoppers who visited the Lowell 
Salvation Army, Back replied 
that the customers were of all 
ages, ranging mostly from high 
school students to an elderly 
population. 

Many think of the Salvation 
Army as a caretaker for the 
local community. For example, 
as an internet source states 
(http://www.redshield.org/win- 
stonsalem/facts.html) the group 
had assisted more than 6.5 mil¬ 
lion people last Christmas. 
Operating in more than 100 
countries throughout the world, 
the Army was also responsible 
for helping out a whopping 2.5 
million emergency/disaster vic¬ 
tims just last year alone. And, 
those individuals who found 
themselves with a bell in hand 
and a shiny red kettle at the cor¬ 
ner of shopping centers raised a 
total of $65 million dollars. 

Whether it would be by thrift 
stores like the one in Lowell, or 
through money donations, the 
Salvation Army is achieving it’s 
goal of providing for those in 
tough times.

Rites of passage: individual faith stories

There are many different reli¬ 
gious faiths throughout the 
University'.

My 
preparation for Confirmation 
consisted of one hour, monthly 
meetings. During these meeting 
I prayed, asked questions of my 
teacher and priest, and watched 
videos dealing with confirma¬ 
tion. Likewise there was a 
retreat, where I talked to other 
Couliimalion candidates, includ¬ 
ing college students w ho were 
already confirmed. I chose to be 
confirmed because it was 
expected of me and because I 
wanted to be an adult in my 


faith with Jesus Christ. 

Each church is different in 
how and when they perform 
Confirmation. I was confirmed 
in tenth grade. I was fifteen. At 
the ceremony I was dressed in a 
skirt, blouse, and blazer. A red 
stole was draped around my 
neck. 

Imprinted on the stole was a 
white dove, which symbolizes 
joy and peace. The red symbol¬ 
izes love and martyrdom or 
sainthood. In Confirmation, can¬ 
didates take a Continuation 
name, usually the name of a 
patron saint. I chose the name 
Mary, after the Virgin Mother of 
Christ. Confirmation candidates 
have a sponsor, who agrees to 


assist the confirmant in her 
belief and faith in the Catholic 
church. My Godmother was my 
sponsor. 

The sacrament of 
Confirmation is performed, usu¬ 
ally, as part of the Catholic 
mass. Most Catholic masses 
consist of the Liturgy of the 
Word, the gospel, and the 
Liturgy of the Eucharist the cel¬ 
ebration of communion w ith 
Christ. 

My Confirmation experience 

was one of peace. People have 

told me they feel a presence. I 
came to the realization that I 
was an adult in my faith com¬ 
munity. My view of Catholicism 
was no longer a child's view of 


boredom, but one of interest and 
a closeness to God. 

Though the sacrament of 
Confirmation is celebrated dif¬ 
ferently in different Christian 
faiths the end result is the same. 
In Confirmation I was rewarded 
not only by becoming an adult 
member of my church communi¬ 
ty, but also because I have 
strengthened my belief and faith 
in that Lord Jesus Christ.

attend the regular public school 
system from then on. Joe gradu¬ 
ated from Chelmsford high 
school in 1989, and went on to 
an independent living training 
program. The councilors there 
discouraged Joe from living on 
his own, but he didn’t listen. He 
has lived in his own apartment 
for almost eight years, and is for 
the most part self-sufficient. 

After the program, O'Neil 
attended Middlesex College 
where he earned an associates 
degree in 1995. He is now on his 
way to a Bachelor’s degree and a 
possible graduation with honors 
due to a high GPA. 

O’Neil feels that his experi¬ 
ence at UML has been nothing 
but positive. Though he has a lot 
of mobility training it can some¬ 
times be overwhelming for him 
to try and get around. O'Neil said 
that the students and faculty have 
been extremely helpful in accom¬ 
plishing his goals. He extends 
special recognition to Professor 
William Hersey of the English 
department and Beth Donaghey 
from the office of Disability 
Services. Sandy Bemor, a return¬ 


ing student has also been crucial 
to O’Neil’s education by taking 
him to his classes and driving 
him to and from school. 

O'Neil uses many devices to 
assist him such as tapes, a Braille 
typewriter, a computer, and read¬ 
ers and note takers provided by 
the university. The computer 
enables O’Neil to complete his 
work by just talking into it. 

“Most of all I have a good 
memory, except when it comes to 
voices," O’Neil said laughing. “I 
just wish people would identify 
themselves when they approach 
me. It can be embarrassing when 
I say the wrong name." 

O'Neil has done a lot of volun¬ 
teer work for the Lowell 
Association of the blind. In the 
future, the avid sports fan would 
love to be able to get involved in 
sports writing. If that doesn’t 
work out, he would like to be a 
professor or councilor to help 
others in return. 

O’Neil aspires to earn a mas¬ 
ter’s degree so he can better his 
chances at a long-term job. 
O’Neil is an example of someone 
who can overcome any obstacle 
to get what he wants.

Last week the women's track 
team traveled to Kingston 
Rhode Island to take part in the 
New England Championships.

Pierandri’s goal came just 
under five minutes after the 
Eagles tied the game on a ques¬ 
tionable goal by Mike Lephart. 
Jeff Giuliano, who was original¬ 
ly credited with the goal, took a 
shot from Fankhouser’s right 
side. Lephart was sliding in 
front of Fankhouser and ended 
up in the crease during the goal. 
The puck appeared to go across 
the goal line after Lephart was 
in the crease, but referee Tim 
Benedetto did not hesitate in 


calling it a goal. 

“They took advantage of a 
couple breaks and we didn't take 
advantage of ours,” said senior 
captain Doug Nolan. 


Despite being outshot in the 
third period, the Eagles set the 
pace taking away the momentum 
that Lowell had held in the sec¬ 
ond period.
